That 
froward people worfhiped him by fits and girds, fiart ting aftde like a bro- 
ken bow : and therefore God, to admonith them of the unconftancy of 
their fervice , vouchiafed only to the Renbexites a curfor y and unfetled 
Tent-dwelling to Exphrates. Whereas, had that people folidly and feri- 
oufly fet themfelves conftantly to ferve God; no doubt, their Incurfions 
had been turned into fixed Habirations, and the whole Nation Si only 
by the Synecdoche of this one tribe) had peaceably pollefied the large li- 
mits’ allotted unto them. And whereas now only David and Solomon 
(whom I may mote fitly ftile Experors than Kings of this larger Canaan) 

rather commanded than poflefied to Euphrates, God, no doubt, had ex- 
ended their full Dominions to the fame dimenfions.

Arid whereas in 
the larger Canaan, when the Ifiaelites befieged any City God ‘com- 
manded them to proffer peace, before they pr oclaimed war againft ic; in 
this leffer Canzan, they were finally to root! them out. And where a t Deut, 7.2 
commands men to deftroy people, (but firft let us be fure that God come 
mands us to deftroy them ) the fouleft quarter is too fair for them, and| 
thofe have not Iefle pity,but more piety, which endevour their utter de- 
ftruction : as the Fens were to lerve the Inhabitants of this /effer Canaan, 
without any ceremony of peace once tendred unto them.

YD Ut feeing we live in fo unbelieving an age, that fome have brought 
Bi happinefs even of Heavenit felf into queftion, no wonder if 
fuch as doubt of the truth deny the Type, and (though Scripture be po- 
fitive in the point ) flatly argue againft the fruitfhulnels of Fudea. The 
firft fort of their objections are taken from fome paflages {cattered from 
Pagan pens, fleighting F#dee asan unconfiderable Countrey.

The firft difficulry we meet with,is in the number of thefe Nations, fo 
varioufly reckoned up. They are counted up thus: two, Gen, 13.7. 
three, Exod. 23. 28. five, Exod. 13.5. fix, Exod. 3.8.17.feven Fofb.3.10. 
ten, Ger. 15. 19. eleven, Gen. 10. 15. & 1 Chron. 1. 13. and feventeen, 
ifacollecive number of them all be caft up. Now how come they to 
be fo differently computed where one and the fame Spirit is the Auditour 
to ftate their account ? It is anfwered, that feven was the compleat and 
folemn Number, whereon God himfelf emphatically infifts when repeat- 
ing his favours to the Fows, *Seven Nations greater and mightier than 
thou. And perchance the Beaft inthe Revelation >with feven heads, |é Revel-13.1. 
beareth fome allufion thereunto. Wherefore when thefe feven Nations 
are fummed up defedtively, under that number, we muft conceive fuch 
of them as are omitted to be implyed under the Generical name of Canaa- 
nites. Buton the other fide , when above feven are brought, then the 
Inhabitants of the Larger Canaan,are caft into the account: whofe Coun- 
try was promifed too, but never peaceably pofleffed by the Iraelites, as| 
we obferved before.

Pride 
is commonly the Sin of young men, Covetoufnels of old folk. The 
World in the Youth thereof, more affected Honour than Wealth , high 
Titles, than large Treafure. And thefe Royolets contented themfelves 
that their Crowns (though not fo big) were as bright, their Scepters 
(though not fo great ) were as gliftering, ‘as thole of the mightieft 
Monarchs, being as abfolute Sovereigns in their own fmall Terri- 
tories.

Ifany demand,why the Tctrarchy of Abilene is mentioned by Saint Luke, 
feeing it was an exotick, and forain territory, out of the Pale of Paleftine; 
Jet them know, it was done out of the over abundant exadnefs of the 
Evangelift, for thefe reafons : 

1. The more exquifitely to notifie the particular time of his Hiftory, 
not only by the date of the Governours of Fudea, but alfo of con- 
temporary Neighbouring Princes. And the Harmony in chrono- 
logy is the {weeter,the more are brought into the confort. 

- Becaufe many difperfed Fews, equally concerned in Chrift, and the 
benefit of the Gofpel, lived {catered in Abilene. 

. Becaufe having formerly mentioned three Tetrarchs, the num- 
ber had not been perfect, and entire, without adding the fourth. 
Thus fome Englith Coines being quarter-peices , cannot be put 
away in payment without lofs , except four of them be joyned to- 

cther. 
oe Becaafe, though Abilene was not within the compafs of the leffer 
Canaan, potlefled by the Fews ; yet it was within the bounds of the 
larger Canaan, that Country once belonging to the Archites , and 
Arvadites the Sons of Canaan. - 

§ 4. Now whofoever fhall witha Compafs in his hand, furvey the ex- 
tent of thefe Tetrarchies, will find them to fall out very uneven in their 
dimenfions, fome much larger than others. Indeed they were meafu- 
red with no other {cale than the favour and friendhhip of the Emperor, 
fo that the beft befriended at Rome, got moft dominion in Paleftine. 
Yet were thefe Tetrarchies as juftly divided, as our Englith Hundreds , 
(and thofe perchance equall in their primitive inftitution,for number of 
men) feeing we count threefcore and eight hundreds in ® Kent, and but 
fix in: Lancafbire, accounted little lefs in the compafs thereof. Nor 


was the Revenues of thefe Tetrarchies, lefs unequal! than their extent,|

§ 2. As little certainty isalfo to be had, by meafuring of ground by] andby days. | 
days-journeys. Mofes in the name of his country-men requefted Pharaoh, |/""y* 
that they might go “rhree days-journey. into the Wilderne{s,and Sacrifice 
nunto the Lord their God. And {have {een fome Dutch-maps in their {cale, 
in ftead of miles, meafured by days-journeys. A computation moft un- 
certain, efpecially when it isnot agreed, whether the day be in Summer, 
or Winter ; the Traveller on horfe-back , or on foot : not to {peak of the 
goodnefs or the plainnefs of the way,(by which advantage, ° Abimaz beat 
{Cufbi)the {peed and diligence of the Traveller. For inftance; Facob being 
in the prime of his youth, fole and fingle with God, and his ftaff, travel- 
led in a day from Beer-/heba to‘ Bethel, no Iefs than fixty Englith miles ; 
a tough journey, and yet the wonder is leflened, if we obferve, 

1. No doubt hefet forth early ( probably in the dark, to prevent dif- 

covery) and travelled till after the Sun 8was fet. 

2. He fled from his Brother Efaw ; and fear makes good Foot-men. 

3- He went to fetch a Wife ; and fo welcom an imployment made him 

mend his pace. 

Thus early up, and active in himfelf, and affifted by God, and driven 
with fear, and drawn with love, and freed from any luggage ; no wonder 
if he went faft, andar inaday. Butthe fame Facob, when he returned 
from Padax-Aram, bringing with him flocks, children, and impediments 
ofa family, found" fifteen miles from Mabanaim to Peniel (if he went fo 
far in one day) to bea fufficient journey. However, I deny not, but per- 
chance anciently, the forefaid paces, bow-fboots, and dayes-journeys were 
reduced to a certain proportion, though now tousunknown. And yet 
hence no imperfection in Scripture-Hiftory is juftly inferred, becaufe the 
point is of no fuch concernment, and the Holy Spirit intended not exact- 
nefs theréin, as not important to the truth of the ftory. SO 

§ 3. Come we now. to their certain meafures of ground: amongft cabitsthe 
which the Cubit challengeth the preheminence, as moft common and |fireof che 
current in all Fudea , yea, andin other Eaftern Countries. For we find |#e<ws- 
even in Perfia, that the Gallows provided by Haman for Mordecai ( but 
hanfelled by himfelf) was fifty ‘Cubits high. Except any will fay, this|i=fther 7.9. 
was extraordimary,that in the greater fcorn and dirifion, that the Gallows 
might the better fit a Fews body , it was framed and fafhioned according 
toa Jewifh dimenfion. By Cubits they were commanded to meafure the

the City, andoutmards, a thanfand Cubits round about. Say not, this 
was a lang and tedious work, to mete by fo fmall a meafure, God here- 
by fhewing, that the leaft parcel of fo fruitfull a Land, was of confide-| 
rable valuation. Thus precious drugs are not weighed out by hundreds, 
: : or 
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or pounds; but by drams, fcruples, and grains; fo foverajgn is the {mal- 
left particle thereof. ue 
§ 4. A Cubit (in the Hebrew ans, Aah) is fo called from Cubitus the 
Elbow (as that from eubo to lean, or iat to bow) becaufe proper! v the 
{pace betwixt the Elbow,and tip of the middle Finger. It was two-fold, 
the great, andthe lefs, which may be cleared out of Scripture, againft 
{uch as levell all Cubitsalike, and conceive this diftin@ion lyeth not in 
the thing it felf, but mens bare opinion. For, 2 Chroz.3.3. we find Cubits 
according to the firft meafure, and the Prophet *exprefly mentioneth 2 
full reed of fix great Cubits. The leffer Cubit generally is adequate to our 
foot and half, or half yard, the great double as much, commenfurate to 
our full yard or three foot. But Rabbi-Cambi in his coment on? Exekiel 
aflignes the great Cubit a larger proportion, fo that a thoufand Emoth, 
or Cubits make a mile, whom we have followed in laying out the bounds 
of the Levites fuburbs. ; 
§5.Forbear we here to {peak of Fathoms , but once mentioned in 
Scripture ° (and then in the Adriatick Sea)becaufe only ufed to found the 
depth of Water, not meafure the length of Land. A F urlong comes next; 
to be confidered, fo called quafi furrowlong, being fo much as a Team in!

For when the Shunamite requefted of her huf- 
band, "to fend her one of the young Men, and one of the Affes, that fhe may 
run to the wan of God, and come again, he rejyoyned, IV herefore wilt thou 
goto bin to day? It is neither new Moon, nor Sabbath. Intimating, that 
hadit been Sabbath either weekly or annuallit was her duty, and had 
been her cuftome to repair to the place where the Prophet lived ; though 
Carmel, where Elifba refided , was from Shunew at leaft fifteen miles. 
As for the Fews in our Saviours time, they perfifted in the rigorous ob- 
fervation of the Sabbath, even till, and after the deftru@ion of the Tem- 
pleinfinuated in our Saviours counfell, ° Pray that your flight be not in 
Winter, nor on the Sabbath-day. Chrift in the latter pitying that conflict 
which would happen in the fcrupulous confcience of ceremonious Tews,

Their ‘{cattering 
was their ranking for the beft behoof of the People, for whofe inftragi- 
on they were intended. They were the Salt of the earth, and therefore 
God {prinkled them here and there, the more conveniently to feafon.the 
whole nation. Infomuch that fome Englifh Parifhes are more remote 
from their Mother-church, than moft places in Canaan were diftant from 
the Cities of the Levites. We mutt not forget that in Feroboams apofta- 
fie, the religious Levites forfook their Cities and’ fled to-Ferufalem,pre-|rachr. 11.14, 
ferring voluntary exile before wealthy homes, onthe condition of an|. 
Idolatrous compliance. It appears not in Scripture, how thefe Cities 
and Lands thus left were difpofed of. Whether Feroboam himfelf feiled 
on them, converting theminto demeans of his Crown, or whether he 
fuffered them to revert to thofe refpeGive Tribes, from whom they were 
taken: fo faftning his fubjetts affections unto him with nails of gold of 
their own profit. Either courfe may be conceived a caufe to haften the 
captivity of the People ; it being juft that thofe, who {wallow Gods motr- 
fels, fhould be {pewed out of their own poffeffions. :

What was the defign of the Sorcerer? Conceived he that Heaven 
|was covetous like himfelf, and might be bribed with Sacrifices? Sure- 
ly the ftench of his hypocrifie out-fented all the fmell of his burat offer- 
ings. Or thought he by often changing the {cene to act the more upon 
God? He that is the fame yefterday and to day, and for ever , receives 
no more impreflion for the fhifting of place, than from the changing 
of time. Or did he hope with the myftery of his numbers, Thrice feven 
Altars , to flatter Heaven ina confent? All numbers are but bare Cy- 
phers to him that is infinite. - O how he {weats for the wages of inj- 
quity!

In which compa{s of ground, *threefcore Cities with high 
walls, gates and bars, befides nnwalled Towns were contained. Many will 
be amazed at this number, 8 the wonder will {eem the greater when they 
fhall reckon but ‘two and and twenty Cities in A/ber, nineteen in Napb- 
tali, feventeen in Simeon,fixtcen in Iffachar and but twelve in Zebulun : 
unproportionable that half a Tribe fhould have treble the number of Ci- 
ties to thofe that were bigger. All we can fay herein is this, that being a 
frontier Country , and being expofed on the North and Eaft to heathen 
enemies, it muft have more fenced Cities, than the Tribes on the other}:

| Now let none'be troubled becaufe Faced isfaid to purchafe thisiand 
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ofthe Vulgar. Thus in Fack Straws Rebellion, their fary fell firtt, 
and fierceft on Sir Robert Hales Lord of Saint Fobrs , and then Lord 
Treafurer, whom they drew out of the Chappell in the Tower ; and 
without any reverence of his eftate or degree , with fell noife and huge 
cryes ftruck off his head on "Tower-hill.

Not that here he was 
healed of his halting(as fome will have it)but rather that hitherto no no- 
torious or eminent difafter befell his Family, which afterwards fell thick 


and threefold uponit. Asthe defiling of Dizah ; Simeon and Levi| 


flaughtering the Shechemites ; Reubeus inceft ; Rachels death ; Er and 
Onan flain by God; Fudah’s inceft with Tamar; Fofeph fold by his 
Brethren. 

§ 50. And now to take our farewell of the Country about Shechem, 
anciently called the * plain of Moreh: two eminent Oaks grew therein. 
One, under which Facob buried his heathen Gods, with the fuperftitious 
¥ ear-rings of his Family,wherein no doubt,Idols were ingraven. Another, 
under which was a great ftone folemnly fet up by Fo/bua with the words 
of the Law? written thereon, to be a witnefs againft the Ifraelites in cafe 
afterwads they fhould deny that God whom then they generally refoly- 
ed to ferve. But the queftion will be how this latter Oak was termed to 
be* by the Santiuary of the Lord ; {eeing the Tabernacle, and the San@u- 
ary Lieger therein refided at Shiloh inthofe days. Yfany fay that eve- 
ry place where men {erioufly fet their Souls to ferve God is his San@uary; 
they {peak rather an Evangelicall truth, than a proper an{wer to the pre- 
fent queftion. This inclines me to conceive, either that by San@uary is 
meant that place of the Altar, which Facob long before thereabouts erect- 
ed; or thatthe Tabernacle not far off, was brought hither for the in- 
ftant occafion, and afterwards returned back unto Sbilob. 

§ 5.1. Dothan lay eaft of Shechem,wherein the Prophet Eli {ba for fome 
time made his abode. Here he wascomplained of to the King of Syria, 
for being the pick-lock ofhis Cabinet-councels : and therefore an Army 
was ordered to apprehend him. But why fo many to attacha fingle per- 
fon and hisfervant ? Indeed no more than needed. For Elifba alone was 
an Army in himfelf¢being the Horfemen of Ifrael and Chariots thereof. 
His fervant feeing themfelves furrounded cryes out, till havinghis eyes 
opened, he difcovereth themfelves guarded with a fiery Army on the 
tops of the Mountains. Thus Angels are good mens Janizaries to pro- 
ted them, and thofe Natives of Heaven grudg not to guard thofe , who 
are only free Denixens thereof. The Syrians are*{mitten with blind- 


|nefs; and they that came for the deftru@ion, are glad to follow the

| Prophet, the Seer, to guid them? He leads them for the prefent, the 





wrong way to their intents and defires, but in fine the right way to Gods 
glory, and their fafety ; inftead of Dothan, bringing them to Samaria, 
How eafily are thofe mifled who lack the ufe of eyes? And alas! ) 
whither will implicite faith and blind obedience fteer the followers 
thereof ? Yet here all came off in a peaceable clofe ; {o that their lives be- 
ing faved, fight reftored, bodies feafted, and minds better informed, they 
returned to Damafcus.

§ 52. This Dothan I take to be the very place, where Fofeph found his 
brethren, and there was put into the Pit, and fold to the Merchants. For 
being fent by his Father to * Shechem,he was by a man directed to Dothan, 
whither his brethren had removed their flocks, and which probably was 
not far off, but fome few miles from the former place. Wherefore, when 
formerly in the Defcription of Zebulux ; we placed Dothan in the Nor- 
thern parts of that Tribe, threc{core miles from Shechem,therein we were 
carried away with the common current of other mens Judgments, and 
now have watched our advantage to {wim back again, and thew our pri- 
vate opinion in the pofition thereof. And befides the aforefaid text, fet- 
ling Dothan near Shechem in this Tribe of Ephraim, it is proportiona- 
ble to divine providence, that the place whercon Fofeph was betrayed, 
and Pir wherein he was put, fhould in after ages fall to the poffeffion of 
the fons of Ephraim defcended from him.

12.9. where, befides the Court of 
Priefts, he is {aid to have made the great Court,and doors for the Court,and 
overlaid the doors of them with brafs. This Courtin Hebrewis called 
Awarah™, rendred by Montanus atrium auxilit, from Axra to belp,becaufe 
God there anfwered his peoples prayer by his gracious affiftance afforded 
unto them. 

§ 2, Well might this be termed the great Court, fecing large (though 
uncertain) were the dimenfions thereof, an hundred Cubits {quare at 
the leaft. Bue what was this to contain all Irae! therein ? Philip {peaking 
of five choufand to be fed, Two ™hundred penny worth of bread,laith he, is 
hot fufficient for them, that every one may take alittle. But, grant chis 
Court two hundred Cubits fquare (more than the place will allow )this 
would afford but few inches for a mans body to ftand in,except the ground 
was here(as the loaves )miraculoufly multiplyed. We therefore conceive, 
that the people of the land were fucceflively admitted to this place, o- 
therwife impoffible to contain them.

§3. This Court was by fucceflive Kings (efpecially Hexekiah, who 
" cafed the pillars thereof with filver) improved to more beauty, ‘than it 
had in the days of Solomon. Some will fay, this was a dif parapment to the 
perfettion of Solomons work, asif he had left any defeGs, or defaules 
therein, to be amended by others. Were not his ftrudures, as his difco- 
veries,compleat? for, °Who is he that will come after the King in things?Ie 
tsanfwered, the outward Temple was, in the appendent Court thereof, 
capable 
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capable of more coft and expence, to make them both bigger, and bra- 
ver; though the covered Temple was femel @ femper,at once and for ever:

Yea, Heaven by the finall fuccels protcfted againft fuch procec- 
dings, and the treafure taken out of the Temple, and given to Pagans, ra- 
ther prefently declined, than finally diverted the imminent danger.

In a word, though fome were 
good men that did it, they were no whit the better for the doing it. 
For, though it be Chriftian policy, and Chrifts ‘precept, that men make 
to themfelwes friends of the Mammon of unrightesufnel?, yet,goods right. 
ly confecrated to the righteous God, come not under that appellation ; 
| and fuch holy things are un jultly degraded, which having once been ad- 
| vanced to the dignity of a free-will-offering to God, are afterward fet 
back,to become a peace-off eriug to man. 

§ 6.Indeed fome hold, that under the Gofpel the fin of factiledge 
cannot be committed. If fo, it is either becaufe nothing under the

‘long wearied with aconftant courfe of wickednefs, they adventure on 
fome commendable deeds, meerly for recreation. Or elfe, only fe des 
ifendendo, for their own fecnrity, to fence themfelyes againft the too juft 
affaulc of peoples tongues, hoping in vain, by one good, to inake amends 
ifor many evil decds they have commited. Some fuch confideration put 
Herod the King upon the building of the Temple, who (as *Fofephus 
reports ) plucked down Zorobabels Temple to the ground, and erected a 
hew one in the room thereof, of greater art,and larger dimenfions. 

-§ 2, But fome’ Authors of very good account, are very lothto give 


credence hereunto, utterly denying Hered to have built, and lanched a'a 


new veffell of 2 Temple, although allowing him, to have carined, new dig. 
ged,and repaired the old, & efpecially the fouth-porch thereof. They con- 
ceive this third Temple mcerly modelled,& made by the fancy of Fofephus, 
as which never had other than paper-wals,inke-mortar, and quil-timber in 
his book-defcription thereof. Yea are bold to call in commentunt, figmen- 
tum, fabulam,andin downright terms mendaciusm,the flat lie of Fofephus. 

§ 3. For mine own part, after very much reluéancy, Lam at laft con- 
tented to credit Fofephus herein, though willingly I could have withed, 







that {o in the mouth of two witneffes this‘ truth might have been eftabli- 


ioed. For;thisis that {ame Fofephus whom the great4Scalager charaGereth 
 (Diligentiffimum 4 onan sly omninm S criptorum, cujus fides @» erndi- 


tio in omnibus elucet. And, although we come not juft up to this fo high a 
commendation of him, yet we will not fufpect him of falfhood in {uch 
pallages, wherein he diffenteth not from Sricpture. . 

§4.For firft herein he himfelf could not be deceived in a matter no- 
torioufly known, fome being alive who could remember Herods building 
thereof. And Fofepbus himfelf had often Perfonally officiated in this 
Temple, in this Prieftly function. Nor, would he deceive others by fuch 
areport; for, qui bono, what could he gain thereby ; Nothing could be 
gotten by flattering the duft, or ghoft of Herod ; efpecially none of his 
linage (when Fofephxs wrote) being in power, or place to reward him. 
How can we then in charity conceive, that he did tranfgrefS without a 
eatfe ? Seeing there were fo many ofhis own countrymen, living in all 
lands, ready to confute fo lowda lie, ifavouched by him. 

§5.Secondly, the words of the Difciples to our Saviour, ‘Maffer, 
fee what flones,and what buildings are bere ! muft in probability relate to 
fome new, fpecious, eye-pleafing fabrick. And, ifany fhould fay, that 
the Difciples, being poor fither-men, and untraveled into foreign parts, 
might be priviledged to wonder at a fabrick, not fo admirable in it felf ; 
let fuch know, we colle the magnificence of this Temple, not fo 
much from. their admiration, as from Chrift his conceffion ; who 
(though reproving the Apoftles carnall affeGions.) allowed the fiateli- 
nefs thereof. in the fharp return, Seeft thon sabsag rts usytnas cinedones;

Thus the ancient* Patriarchs, no fooner pitched down 
their Tents, but they reared up aa Alter for divine wor- 
fhip. Indeed this laudable cuftom had been intermit- 
ted, difcontinued and fufpended during the Ifraelites affliGtion in E- 
gypt, making hard fhift to ferve God with fafety, and fecrecy in their 
own houfes, when publick places of adoration were prohibited : ‘as al- 
ways in time of perfecution, any place which had the properties of Ca- 
pacity and Privacy, to bold and bide the people affembled therein) may 
ferve for that purpofe. But no fooner were the Ifraelites reftored to 
their liberty (though as yet but in a barren Wildernefs) but that God 
iflued out order for the erection of his Tabernacle to place his Name, and 
fix his peoples devotion therein. :

which Nature had produced, So ridiculous is the unequal! conteft in 
point of bulk, betwixt their feverall workmanfhips, that Natures Pifmires| 
may be {aid to exceed Arts Elephants. ate 
§ 16. Some to excufe the pride of thefe Builders, refolve their defign nent for 
ona point of policy, only to bufie their people, to prevent in them /Puchers 
lazine(s and luxury , (the mother of mutinies) knowing, {o rich a Soile 
would invite them to riot, if outof employment. But (whatever was 
their principall project) their fecundary end intended fuch ftructures 
for fepulchres, where the builders Bodies lay,not interred, but immured,

founding them; No Zelot-reformer ( whileft Egypt was Chriftian ) 
demolifhed them under the notion of Pagan monuments. But furvi- 
ving fuch cafualties, ftrange , that after fo long continuance, they have 
not fallen like Copy-holds, into the hand of the Grand Signeur (as} 
Lord of the Mannor ) for want of repairing. Yea, at the prefent,they are

Which fre- 
quently comes to pafs in all kind of apparel, whofe very names by degrees 
grow old, wax thread-bare, turn to rents, to rags, tonothing. For in- 
ftance, it would pofe a good Axtiquary, to defcribe the exaé fathion 
of Herlots, Paltocks, Gits, Haketons,Tabards, Court-pies, Chevefailes, 
and Gipfers : barbarous names, which may feem to carry a Spell or 
Conjuration inthe mention of them. Yet all thefe were kindes of gar- 
ments, commonly ufed in England fome four hundred years ago. Yea,

And the Popes are almoft hoarfe wich 
finging the fad Elegies, how Vewus bemoaned Adonis killed by a Boar. In 
my thologie this is true, when wanton women bemoan their beautiful 
youth, flaughtered wich old age, leaving the print and mark of his teeth 
and tuskes in the wrinkles furrowed in their faces. Bur feeing Adonis is 
generally conceived to be the Su#,Venus her mourning at his death,rather 
teprefents the general grief of Northern men, when the Su in Fune 
(called Thamuz by the Fews and their neighbours) takes his leave of 
them in the tropick of Cancer, and retreateth South-ward, making fhorter 
days by degrees. This Phaxician {uperftition infected the Fews;? Then he 
brought me tothe door of the gate of theLords boxfe é,wpichwas towards the 
nortb,and behold there fat women weeping for Tammuz: And why the gate 
towards the North? Becaufe the body of the S## never appearing in that 
quarter of the heaven, it was the fitteft place to bemoan theabfence there- 
of. Had not thofe womens tears been better expended on the death of Fo- 
fiab, according to that * ordinance in Ifrael ? But we may be well affured, 
{uch eyes as wept for Tammuz, were dry for fofiah. 

Conclufion. 

§ 44. Many other ob{cure Deities were adored by the Fews,which we 
urpofely omit. For never was Rebecca more> weary of converfing wich 
the danghters of Hetb,than we of defcribing thefe heathen Gods.Enough 
therefore of ‘nothing, for fo all Idols are termed by the Apoftle The: 
rather becaufe that’as the Pfalmift obferveth, ‘Inthe night all the beafts of ' APLal.104.26.

How many, but efpecially how 
high muft the arches therein be, to ftride over fo vaft a concavity? What 
need of fo expenfive a ftrudture,feeing an ordinary plank would ferve for 
a bridge over Kedron? which in fommer time was all bridge it felf. How 
came fofepbus (one neither blinde to fee, nor dumb to tell of beautiful 
buildings for the honour of his Nation ) to take no notice hereof? Indeed 
the high Priefts among the Romans, anciently had an infpeion over the 
making and mending of bridges, thence called Pontifices : but he deler- 
ved to be Pontifex Maximus amongft the Fews,who ereéted this fumptu- 
ous bridge, on which iny belief dare not walk with confidence, for fear 
of falling, and therefore U conclude it well omitted by Capellus. 

Philot. 1 am not fatisfied in the reafons you give why Solomons Porch 
was fo called. 

Aleth. Concerning the name whereof, let me add this ( to what 
formerly we have™ written on this fubje@.) that fome conceive it fo 
called, not becaufe Solomon ever built it, but becaufein after ages erected 
by Herod, it did approximate, or come the neareft in fate and magnifi- 
x Pal.

Cod graci- 
oufly promifed his people, Neither fall! any man defire thy landwhen thon 
foalt go upto appear before the Lord thy God thrice a year. Obedience | 
better than an Army tofecure ones eftate. As the Menial-fervants of great 
Perfons are protected in fome cafes from Arrefts, whileft they wait on 
i their Mafters in publick imployment ; fo Gods people were priviledged 
from damage during their attendance on him thrice a year in his Temple; 
no invafion being found to befal them on that occafion clean through 
the Scripture. Buc at laft, intoken that they, by their wickednefs, had 
out-lawed themfelves of his prote@ions, and.he withdrawn his défen- 
ding of them, the Romans befieged them in Ferufalem, coming up thi- 
ither on the folemn feaft of the™ Paflover ; and foon after both Temple 
and City was deftroyed by Vefpafian and Titus his fon, feventy two years 
after our Savioursbirth. Not one ftone of the Temple left upon another ; 
though three Towers of the City (Mariamune, Phafelus, and Hippicus) 
were left ftanding; not out of pity, but pride; their devouring {word 
leaving this mannerly bit on purpofe, that pofterity might taft how 
ftrong the place was, to the geater credit of the Conquerors. 4 
To add tothe folemnity of the State, Titus with his Father Vafpafian 
made afolemn Triumph in Rowe, wherein the golden Table and Candle- 
ftick, with other"{acred Ucenfils of the Temple, formerly reverenced, 
now derided, made once for Gods fervice, now ferved to adornthe Tro- 
phees of Pagans. We read what befell° Belfbaxzar when he quaffed 
in the veflels of the Temple. Some perchance might here exaé that God, 
to punifh the profanation of thefe infiruments, fhould then have fhewed 
fome fignal judgment onthe profaners. But the cafe was altered, be- 
caufe the date of Ceremonies was then expired, the ufe of Types ended, 
Chrift the Truth being come : and the Moon may fet obfcurely without 
any mans taking notice of her, when the Sun is rifen. 
| The laft and greateft Trophee then carried in triumph was the 
\P LAW OF THE JEWS: probably that very numerical Book , the 
‘Authentick original of the Law, which by Gods command was 
-|conftantly to be kept inthe* Temple. And this perchance was per- 
mitted by divine providence, not without a peculiar myftery therein, to 
fhew, that the Law, which formerly bound men over to damnation, was 
now bound itfelfin captivity, outed of its former dominion, depofed 
from 
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from its condemning power, (unto thofe in the ftate of grace) having 
now the Gofpel of’ grace fucceeding inthe place thereof. Laftly, orders 
were iflued out to the Governour of Syria to fet the whole land of Fudea 
tofale; which was done accordingly. Time was, when by the Levitical 
Law, Fewifb land though fold, yet at the year of Fubile was to revert to 
the ancient “owners; but now the King of heaven granted fuch a 
licenfe of Alienation, that it was fully and finally paffed away from its an- 
cient poffeffors. ) 

To perpetuate the memory of this Roman conqueft, hefides many 
other monuments, Coins were flamped both in gold and filver, with the 

Image of Vefbafian and Titus, onthe one fide, and onthe reverfe awo- 
nal-Beclef-an- | mnan placed in a penfive pofture under a Palm-tree, which tree was the 
Leliy Paue-| Hicroglyphick, of Fudea, only differing herein, that the Palm-tree the 
i Renani- ! ore deprefied, the more it flourifheth, whereas Fudea fank under the 
weight of her woes, and never again outgrew her miferies. And left 
men fhould mifs the fancy of theImprefs, they are guided thereuuto by 
the Motto {ub{cribed, Fudea capta,Fudea taken. : 

What man on fight hereof would not call tomindethe complaint of 
the Prophet, ‘ How doth the City fit folitary that was full of people ? how 
is foe become as a widow? foe that was great among the nations,and Prin- 
cefS among the provinces bow is foe become tributary ? Great,no doubt,was 
the grief of the Fews hereat.. But few drops feafonably thowred, would 
preferve the green blade from withering, when much rain cannot revive 
the roots once withered.
